Some Facts Abont Methodism in 
Tills District. 

We extract paragraphs below 
from Presiding Elder E. G. B. 
Mann's report ot first round on 
Lexington District: 

The district his nineteen ap 
ntments in eighteen counties, 
itching from Woodford on the 
st to Letcher on the East, and 
m Estill on the South to Rowan 
the North— about 175 miles 
m East to West and seventy 
es across. Probably the largest 
trict, geographically, in the 
Kentucky Conference, and yet the 
ccessible to travel, because 
of superior railroad facilities The 
territory is traversed in different 
parts by ten railroads. The Mays- 
ville district is the most compact 
of all, occupying six counties and 
having about fifty-five separate 
churches; yet only twelve of that 
number can be reached by railroad ; I Just 
while the Lexington district, spread- 
ing out over three times as many 
counties and having fifty separate 
churches, has twenty churches im- 
mediately accessible by railroad 
and twenty more situated within 
five or ten miles of a railway sta- 
tion; while the churches of the 
Maysville district which arc not to 
be reached by trains are from ten 
to twenty miles from any railroad 
But the Maysville district is 
strong for Methodism and exhibits 
a splendid article. The Lexington 
district is large in area, wealth and 
population, but U »«*k for Meth- 
odism. When one thinks of this 
immense population and large ter 
ritory and the few Methodists, in 
comparison with other territory 
and with other churches, it is an 
eye-opener as to the responsibility 
and opportunity of those of us now 
in charge of the work of our belov- 
ed church and the Master. Think 
of Fayette county, with only two 
churches and 900 Southern Metho 
distal The population of the 
county probably 60,000! Not 
country church!

Magistrates Can Not Act as Such 
and Receive Pay.

In Pulaski county the fiscal court 
had adopted the system of working 
the county roads by levying and 
collecting a tax known as the "road 
and bridge" fund. The work was 
done and material furnished on the 
road at the expense of the county, 
and paid out of this fund at sched- 
ule prices fixed by the fiscal court. 
The fiscal court did not appoint a 
supervisor but entered an order of 
record investing the County Judge 
with the general supervison of the 
roads of |the county and attempted 
to invest the justices of the magis- 
terial districts with the power as 
assistants. The various justices 
acting under this order throughout 
iiieir term of office superintended 
and controlled the keeping of the 
roads within their respective dis- 
tricts, and were subsequently, by 
an order of the fiscal court, allowed 
a sum in payment for their services. 
The county refused to settle on this 
basis, and this suit was brought by 
appellee, one of the magisterial 
districts named, to collect for his 
said services. 

The statutes permit the appoint 
ment of the supervisor or supervis- 
ors, Sections 4313-4344 Kentucky 
Statutes. But the county did not 
do this. They attempted to create 
a different office, or perhaps the 
same olllce with a different name, 
and then attempted to fill it by 
electing themselves, and then at- 
tsmpted to vote themselves pay for 
their services. This they could not 



do, as was held by this court in the 
recent case of Daviess County vs. 
Goodwin, decided December 1903, 
77 S. W. 185. 

Judgement reversed and cause 
remanded with directions to dis- 
miss the petition.

U. 8. Senator Indicted in Federal 
Court. 

Mr. Burton, one of the Senators 
from Kansas, who is under indict- 
ment at St. Louis for improperly 
accepting money as a United SUtes 
Senator, has made a good start by 
declaring his intention to waive his 
rights as a Senator so far as this 
proscution is concerned. The Con- 
stitution provides that Senators 
and Representatives "shall in all 
cases, except treason, felony and 
breach of the peace, he privileged 
from arrest during their attendance 
at the session of their respective 
houses, and in going to and return- 
ing fiom the same." As Mr. Bur- 
ton was indicted for an offense that 
does not come under Ml« head of 
treason, felony or breach or the 
peace, he was exempt from arrest 
during the session if he had chosen 
to remain in Washington. 

It is charged against Senator 
Burton that he received five checks 
f |500 each from the Rialto Grain 
and Securities Company for inter- 
ceding with the Postofflce Depart- 
ment in a matter involving the 
right of the company to use the 
mails. He admits that) he reoeived 
money, but he says it was a fee 
paid him as an attorney. 

The plea of a public servant that 
he does as an attorney what he 
may not do in his official capacity, 
is always liable to suspicion. The 
whole question of the propriety of 
members of Congress selling their 
services to men eagaged in attempts 
to defraud the Government, or in 
efforts to defraud individuals by 
the use of the mails, is opened by 
pleas of this kind. 

It does not seem too much to ask 
that attorneys who get elected to 
the Senate should refrain from 
practicing their profession in mat- 
ters where the inteiests of the 
Government are concerned, or be- 
fore official whose appointments 
they have advised and whose re- 
moval they are possibly able to 
secure. The line between a legal 
fee and a bribe is too narrow in 
many such cases to justify taking 
the money. — Courier- Journal.

He organized the 
firm Meguiar, Helm & Co. and at time 
of his death was senior member 
of Meguiar-Harris «fe Co,, proprie- 
tors of tlio Ninth Street tobacco 
Warehouse, one of the firms which 
compose the Louisville Tobacco 
Warehouse Co. — of which he was 
one of the organizers.

Judge Hazelrigg on Feeble Mind- 
ed Institute. 

Judge James H. Hazelrigg, of 
Frankfort, has ottered a solution 
for the insane asylum problem that 
at present confronts the Legisla- 
ture. "The feeble minded institute 
at Frankfort," said Judge Hazel- 
rigg, "has proved a failure. The 
school was established by the State 
for the purpose of educating the 
feeble minded children and fitting 
Ikm to earn a living. I do not he- 
lieve that in twenty years five stu- 
dents have been turned out of the 
school who were fitted to earn even 
a poor living. The feeble-minded 
nre made charges on the countieB 
by the general law, and the Legis- 
lature should abolish the institu- 
tion and turn the property into an 
insane My him. i'be crowded con- 
ditiOl nf the Eastern and Western 
Asylums could be relieved with 
little expense to the State. I un- 
derstand that a million dollars is 
wanted to build a new asylum, and 
it is proposed to sell the present 
Lexington property and apply the 
proceeds to the new asylum. Such 
expenditure could be avoided 
were the Feeble-minded Institute 
utilized. The property is one of 
the most beautiful and valuable in 
the State, and to fit it up would 
cost but thirty thousand or forty 
thousand dollars. I intend to speak 
to Gov. Beckham on the subject.

Amendment Favorably Reported

onstitution on the Suffrage ques- 
on that has been favorably re- 
ported will most probably pass, 
reads as follows : 

Persons who are unable to read

But no male person who wns on 
January 1, 1867, or any lime prior 
thereto, entitled to vote under the 
aws of any State in the United 
States, wherein he then resided,

prior to January 1, 11*06, shall be 
denied the right to vote at any elec- 
tion in this State by reason of his 
failure to possess the educational 
qualifications herein prescribed 
The General Assembly shall pro- 
vide for the registration of all per- 
sons entitled to vote without tho 
educational qualifications herein 
prescribed and shall on or before 
November 1, 1910, provide for the 
making of a permanent record of 
uch registration, and all persons 
o registered shall forever there 
fter have the right to vole in all 
lections by the people of the State 
unless otherwise disqualified by 
this Constitution. 



Tuberculosis Revealed In Cows 

Government meat inspectors are 
watching with interest the exam 
ination of diseased cows which is 
being made by Dr. Frank Kis 
enman, and are making examina- 
tions of their own which will enable 
them to tell when meat, which they 
see after the animal has been butch 
ered, has been taken from a cow 
with tuberculosis. Dr. J. N. Mc- 
CoriDMk, of the State Board of 
Health, will spend several days 
here assisting in the examination 
of the parts of the cows, such as 
the lungs, which show the presence 
of tuberculosis. The work is being 
done at the Central Kentucky 
Insane Asylum, It will continue 
until all the cows, about thirty 
which showed reaction under 
the tuberculin test, have been 
killed. Thus far examination has 
shown that all had tuberculosis in 
a more or less advanced Btage, In 
spite of this condition, the cows ap 
peared to be healthy, and showec 
no outward sigs of being diseased

Test Seeds For Planting. 

Now that the plant season is not 
so far off as it was, the following 
taken from the columns of a lead- 
ing agricultural journal, should be 
of interest: "The appearance of 
the seed catalogues recall that most 
of us determined last year, when 
some seeds failed to come up, that 
we would test the germint 
qualities, next year, of every lot of 
seed purchased. Seed testing is 
simple matter, and it affords great 
satisfaction to the planter. Seeds- 
men claim, and with some truth, 
that they get much blame not due 
through seeds not failing to ger- 
minate from cultural reasons. II 
the indoors test is made, the farm 
er knows if 90 per cent, of his best 
seeds sprout all right in the kitch- 
en test, and when he plants his 
beet rows he only gets hall a stand 
he knows the trouble was not with 
the seed. All that is needed is a 
flat dish or pan and some cotton ( 
moist, in a warm room. Some 
seeds will sprout in 25 hours; some 
take a week, the time also depend- 
ing somewhat upon the condition 
of the room. The verility of some 
seeds, such as radish, cabbage and 
clover, can be tested by dropping 
them on a hot stove. If they are 
alive, the heat will form steam from 
their inside moisture and they will 
explode and pop.
